Diepatch.} The Weather Bureau's spe- 
clal crop report, issued today, shows 
crop conditions throughout the coun- 


pope phenomenal than the last month- 
ly report from the Department of Ag- 
riculture indicated. The bureau's spe- 
cial telegraphic report from California 
says that the weather conditions there 
are particularly favorable for fruit 
drying, which is reported to be pro- 
gressing. 

The report on California says: “The 
weather is warmer and more favorable 
for fruit drying, which is progressing 
favorably. The wheat harvest is over: 
bean cutting begins soon; prunes, 
peaches and pears are ripe; grapes are

‘DECREASE IN PUBLIC DEBT.\ 
[RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—The month- 
ly statement of the public debt shows 
at the close of business, August 30, the 
debt, less “cash in the Treasury, 
amounted to $968,091,321, a decrease for 
the month of $5,818,406. This decrease 
is principally accounted for by a cor- 
responding increase in the cash on 
hand. 

The monthly circulation statement 
issued by the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency shows that at the close of busi- 
ness August 230, 1902, the total circula- 
tion of national-bank notes was $361,- 
282.691. an increase for the of 
$3,683.536. and an increase the 
month of $2,296,507. 

The monthly statement of the gov- 
ermment receipts and itures 
shows that for the month of August 
the total rece'pts were $48,605,212. The 
expenditures for the month were $%43,- 
118,610, leaving a surplus for the month 
of $5,492,202.

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 2.—The Geary 
forces claim“ a triumph inthe 
outcome of the contest for chair- 
man of the convention. ‘James Coonan, 
the candidate of the McNab-Lane 
wing, withdrew almost at the last 
hour, and George Patton of Los An- 
geles, the Budd-Geary candidate, se- 
cured the coveted prize without § the 
slightest opposition. The change in 
the McNab plans came as a shock te 
the Coonan contingent, which was con- 
fident of victory. the Eureka man as- 
serting that 250 delegates were pledged 
to him personally, and that the faction 
would easily carry enough to place 
the gavel in his hands. Yet he with- 
drew as gracefully as possible in the 
interest of harmony, he told the con- 
vention, and had a complimentary 
phrase or so for his rival from the 
South. 

It is explained that Lane had many 
friends among the delegates who in- 
sisted upon voting for the southerner 
for chairman, irrespective of their gu- 
bernatorial inclinations, and it was 
deemed the course of wisdom to avoid 
the fri mn that might be 
by a preliminary skirmish.

No Chio candidate for the Presidency 
ever had more unanimity of sentiment 
in his favor among the delegates at 
the State convention than was shown 
at the meetings tonight by Con- 
grees districts for the selection of 
officers and members of the State com- 
mittees.

American Congress, acting for the 
American people, must determine the 
future of the islands, so far as our re- 
lations thereto were concerned. . 

With the plain and generous and 
lucid statement& of President McKin- 
ley the Boston antis orofessed never 
to be satisfied, although he prommed 
all that any man in bis position could 
promise authoritatively or with~ can- 
dor.

Clifton Copper District. 
A comprehensive report of the occur 
rence of copper in the vicinity of Clif- 
ton, in Southern Arizona, is being pre- 
by W. Lindgren, geologist of the 
Tnited States Geological Survey. The 
field work on which the report is based 
was commenced early in November 
last. The mines near Clifton produce 
at present approximately 2500 tons of 
copper a month, and the mining dis- 
trict ragpks third among the 
roducers of the Territory, United 
erde and Bisbee exceeding it. The 
Geological Survey had previously pre- 
pared a detailed topographic map of 
the region, and the geologic work be- 
gun in the autumn was completed in 
the winter. Special attention was given 
to a study of the mines, in which por- 
tion of the work four months were 
spent. The results will be of 
Interest, as the inv tion largely 
dealt with the secondary concentration 
80 common in copper deposits, and also 
with the character of the original de- 
posits, which are remarkable, inasmuch 
as they consist of masses of limestone 
altered by contact—metamorphic proc- 
esses.
